Rush University College of Nursing has long offered students 
and faculty an array of opportunities to make a big impact 

in the Chicago community, from clinical nursing research to 
community service opportunities. Now, with a new school-based 
health center added to its complement of community practice 
sites, the college can expose even more nursing students to 
clinical experience with diverse populations. 


Rush nursing faculty and students deliver much-needed care 
and valuable health education to teenaged patients from 
largely impoverished, underserved communities in Rush's school- 
based health centers (SBHCs) at three Chicago Public Schools: 
Richard T. Crane Technical Preparatory Common School, Orr 
Academy High School and now Simpson Academy for Young 
Women, a school exclusively for pregnant and parenting teens 
in grades six through 12. In January Rush marked the opening 
of the Simpson Academy health center with a ribbon-cutting 
ceremony attended by city officials, executives from Chicago 
Public Schools, and administration, staff and faculty from Rush. 


Much like Rush’s first two sites, the new SBHC at Simpson Academy 
is often students’ first and only source of health care, according 
to Marilyn K. Wideman, DNP, RN-BC (DNP 2007), associate dean 
of faculty practice and community engagement and associate 
professor of community, systems and mental health nursing. 
Encompassing primary care, prenatal care, school and sports 
physicals, and contraceptive services for students, in addition to 
well-child care, urgent care and immunizations for infants, the 
center's health services aim to keep students from missing school due 
to health concerns and maintain students’ focus on schoolwork. 


“When you think about health care reform and how care could 


be in the future, you hear about care being delivered right 
where people live, work, learn and play. That’s what we’re 
doing: delivering more accessible care,” Wideman said. “But 
we're more than just a clinic; we are integrated into the larger 
school community, delivering health care education and health 
promotion activities in the classroom. Our model has been 
embraced by the Illinois Department of Health Services as the 
preferred model for school-based care.” 


Rush nursing students at every level of study, from prelicensure 
students to doctoral students, have played a role in delivery of 
care as well as health education and programming for the centers’ 
high school patients. More than 100 Rush nursing students each 
year receive clinical placements in one of the three SBHCs. 


“At the SBHCs, nursing students get to see new and innovative 


models of care. They also see the impact that nurse practitioners 
make on the health care delivery system because they're working 
side-by-side with our faculty. And they’re being introduced to 
diverse populations,” Wideman said. 


“Clinical practice experience in the community at these SBHCs 


facilitates student learning on what it’s like for patients before 
they get to the level of hospitalization, what happens after they're 
released from the hospital and what health-related barriers 
patients experience. They really get to see what sets up some of 
the scenarios that lead to chronic disease or hospital admissions 
and get a more complete picture of the patient's experience.”

“lam passionate about heart disease prevention because, unlike so many (MS 1980 AND CERT. 1997) 


other critical diseases, we know that 80 to 90 percent of heart disease is 
preventable,” Braun said. “Nurses have so much capacity to make a difference. 
It’s critical not just to address prevention with your own patients, but also to 
become an advocate, both locally and nationally. It’s so important to have 
nurses and clinicians who work on the front lines of this fight against heart 
disease talking to legislators about supporting bills that support heart disease 
prevention and how important NIH research funding and CDC initiatives are 
to supporting prevention on a broader scale. Ultimately, the health of our 
nation depends on it.” 


Braun says that so much of her work as a clinician, teacher, researcher and 
advocate was shaped by her education at Rush in the master’s and post- 
master’s nurse practitioner certificate programs. 


“I'm honored and humbled to receive this award. | look around at my colleagues 
and people who are also graduates of one of Rush’s programs, and so many 
are equally deserving,” Braun said. “I cherish my education from Rush because 
this is where | learned of the practitioner-teacher model and met individuals 
who functioned in that role. | knew from then on that’s what | wanted to do. 
| learned that you really shouldn't teach unless you continue to practice, and 
that’s how I've lived my career. Working at Rush has given me opportunities 
to grow, personally and professionally. I've been so fortunate to have many, 
many opportunities.”
